He is Ju an, Prince of Astu rias, 
fav orite son of ex-King Alfonso. 
Two 
factors 
are 
working 
strongly in his fav or: 
First, his homeland, split b y 
civ il war, needs a pacifier, and 
he, as one who has b een ou t of 
the cou ntry for years b u t still has 
a legitimate claim to ru le, seems 
to many to fill the b ill. 
Second, his edu cation and v ir­ 
tu ally all his career has b een 
“made in England,” and Eng­ 
land’s money and influ ence prob ­ 
ab ly will b e strong in the Spain 
that rises ou t of the civ il strife. 
The Spanish insu rgents, defi­ 
nitely ahead, althou gh still not 
ab solu te v ictors ov er the gov ern­ 
ment, hav e already taken con­ 
crete action toward restoration 
of the monarchy. 
Late in 1938, General Francisco 
Franco’s adm inistration restored 
to former King Alfonso all the 
properties in Spain and all the 
Spanish citizenship rights taken 
from him b y the Repu b lican par­ 
liam ent in 1931. 
The restoration passed withou 
official explanation except tha 
General Franco alone had the 
right to decide, when and if the 
w ar was won, how § pain shou ld 
b e gov erned. 
The inside story, as related b y 
Spanish m onarchist in close 
tou ch with the negotiations, dis 
closes that it was a step toward 
coronation of Don Ju an as new 
king of Spain. 
A delegation of Spanish mon­ 
archists, with the knowledge of 
the insu rgent regime, went to 
Lau sanne, 
Switzerland, du ring 
the su mmer of 1938 and con­ 
ferred with b oth Alfonso 
and 
Ju an. 
Respectfu lly, a memb er of that 
delegation said, they b roached to 
Alfonso the qu estion of his ab di­ 
cation to clear the way for his 
son. 
“The Spanish state has taken 
from me all my rights and all my 
properties,” the former m onarch 
was said to hav e replied. “I am 
not king. I am not ev en a Span­ 
ish citizen. How and w hat can I 
ab dicate? First, I m u st b e rein­ 
stated. T hen ... we will see.” 
The decree restoring Alfonso’s 
lands and rights as a citizen soon 
followed. The u nderstanding was 
tha t the former king wou ld ab ­ 
dicate later and Ju an wou ld b e 
called b ack to reign. 
Coronation of Don Ju an is not 
yet assu red. The insu rgents m u st 
first win a decisiv e v ictory in 
Spain. Then, restoration of the 
monarchy will still b e su b ject to 
international negotiations 
and 
internal Spanish politics. 
Italy is b eliev ed to b e lu ke­ 
warm toward a restoration, pre­ 
ferring to see an ou tright Fascist 
dictatorship in Spain, b u t Mu sso­ 
lini himself gov erns u nder 
a 
king, and England is cou nted u p-

Ty dings spoke du ring debate 
on Mr. Roosev elt’s appointment 
of Harry Hopkins, former WPA 
administrator, to be secretary of 
commerce. He related that the 
President and Lewis rode togeth­ 
er throu gh Mary land and that 
the President promised a bridge 
wou ld be bu ilt across the lower 
Potomac riv er. 
It was one of the most dis­ 
gracefu l ex hibitions in the po- 
itical history of the United 
States,” the Mary land senator 
said. “There is not a man in this 
senate who can deny it. A $3,- 
000,000 bridge was dangled be­ 
fore the people of Mary land as 
political bait bu t they v oted for 
me 3 to I.” 
Some other senators had. crit- 
cized some of Hopkins’ actions 
while relief director, bu t Ty dings 
shou ted to the listening senate 
and crowded galleries that it was 
not Hopkins “bu t a higher au ­ 
thority who opposed me in Ma­ 
ry land.” 
Why shou ld we censu re Harry 
Hopkins?” he continu ed, adding 
ie wou ld v ote for him. “Is there 
man in this body who doesn’t 
know that Harry Hopkins did

Ty dings said he ex pected to 
be in the senate for the nex t two 
y ears, “shorn of all patronage, 
shorn of all influ ence — and that 
with the greatest majority ev er 
accorded a candidate in my 
state.” 
“That, gentlemen,” he said in 
bitter tones, “is democracy .” 
Senator 
Gillette 
(D-Iowa), 
whose renomination Hopkins op­ 
posed, disclosed that he too, 
wou ld v ote for confirmation. He 
based his position on the grou nd 
that a President shou ld be free 
to select his own cabinet. 
Like Ty dings, he argu ed that 
behind the effort to eliminate 
him was a grou p of “higher-u ps.” 
‘I fou nd my name at the top 
of a list of proscribed senators,” 
Gillette said hu skily . “That list 
of proscription was prepared by 
a band of men that I hav e term ­ 
ed before, and term again, po­ 
litical termites.” 
Hopkins was defended by Sen­ 
ator Norris (Ind-Neb), who criti­ 
cized the Democratic majority 
for hav ing rejected proposals 
last y ear to forbid political ac­ 
tiv ity in WPA. 
‘It does not become u s now to 
condemn somebody who has fol­ 
lowed the law we enacted,” he 
said.

Doubtless many will ardently wish they m ight 
m atriculate at the two courses in fishing which 
Columbia Univ ersity is offering. Dr. Francios 
D’Eliscu will preside ov er one in the handling of 
bait, lures and plugs, with closing lessons in the 
cooking of the catch. The other course, which 
will be taught by John Alden Knight, will be 
the theory and techniq ue of fresh w ater angling. 
From the day s of Izaak W alton’s “Compleat 
Angler,” and, doubtless, long before, fishing has 
been, perhaps, too much on the hit or miss sy s­ 
tem. It might ev en be called the strike and lose 
’em method. Now this is in a fair way to be cor­ 
rected. When Columbia’s anglers hav e learned 
the fundam entals it ought to follow they will be 
taken afield or astream to put their theories to 
the test. W etting lines in waters of the nearby 
ocean, estuaries, lakes and stream s and, if luck 
serv es, cooking the catch on a sunny shore ac­ 
cording to academic techniq ue promises some­ 
thing seldom before offered college students. 
One adv antage should accrue. 
Columbia’s 
fishing course students will, doubtless, include 
many who hav e studied m athem atics. May they 
be relied on to bring truth up from the bottom of 
the well or the lake, ev en if they catch no fish?

In a contest 
condu cted by the newspaper, 
asking “What wou ld y ou do for 
hu manity if y ou had a million 
dollars?”, Hartwick placed sec­ 
ond with the reply , “A million 
dollars! I cou ld answer a mil­ 
lion pray ers! . . .

With no thou ght of compen­ 
sation Hartwick drew his poster 
and sent it to President Roose­ 
v elt with an emphatic note to

The President did see it and 
immediately su ggested that Indi­ 
ana adopt it as the official post­ 
er in the adv ertising and pu b­ 
licity campaign of the National 
Organization to Combat Infan­ 
tile Paraly sis.
